capital of Mogadishu. 
Within hours of the news of the rescue operation, reminiscent of the July, 4, 1976 
Israeli rescue at Entebbe, Uganda, three leaders of the West German Baader- 
Meinhof terrorist gang committed suicide in their specially built maximum security 
prison cells. 
It was the release of the guerrilla leaders and eight other West German prisoners 
that the hijackers had demanded in exchange for the lives of the plane hostages. 
Andreas Baader, 34, and Jan Carl Raspe, 33, shot and killed themselves and

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WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 
Carter said today the eventual product of 
a House-Senate conference on his energy 
proposals will give the public a chance to 
measure the success or failure of 
Congress and his administration this 
year. 
Carter made the assessment during a 
m eeting in the Oval O ffice with 
Chairman Thomas L. Ashley, D-Ohio, of 
the House Energy Committee, a short 
time before the conferees began their 
work on the widely differing versions of 
energy legislation from each chamber. 
Carter said those deliberations ‘‘will 
determine the success or failure of the 
whole year’s work of Congress in the 
minds of the American people.” 
“I think it’s legitimate to measure the 
effectiveness and success of Congress 
and my own administration, at least in 
domestic affairs on what happens to 
energy ” 
Asked if he believed a successful com­ 


promise could be struck, Carter said, “I 
believe so.” 
He thanked Ashley for “a superb job” 
on the House bill, closely patterned after 
the administration’s 
comprehensive 
energy package. 
“We came out with a bill you can take 
some pride in,” Ashley replied. 
Of the im m inent H ouse-Senate 
deliberations, Ashley said, “We want to 
take a balanced theme so far as this con­ 
ference is concerned, on the demand side 
as well as the supply side,” he said. 
The meeting with Ashley was one in a 
series of discussions he has had this 
week with key congressmen. Carter met 
last night with Chairman Russel Long, 
D-La., of the Senate Finance Committee 
— the panel which has altered his energy 
tax proposals from top to bottom. 
He scheduled further meetings with 
Sens. Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., and 
Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., later this after­ 
noon.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The average 
income of Americans rose 0.8 per cent in 
September, the Commerce Department 
safe toctev. 
A department analyst said technical 
adjustments from August and payroll 
gains resulting from the end of a coal 
strike appeared to be two chief factors in 
the $12 billion increase 
The survey figures personal income of 
every American — including babies 
from all sources, including payrolls, in­ 
vestments. Social Security and welfare. 
Farmers were the only group with less 
income in September than in August. The 
department said farm income dipped 
$100 million for the sixth consecutive 
monthly decline 
The $12 billion increase was an ac­ 
celeration from the $7.7 billion gain in 
August It fell below the $14.9 billion in­ 
crease for July, but was in line with the 
a v e rag e m onthly in c re a se from 
December to June, department officials 
said. 
The gain in personal income for 
September was attributed to lmprove- 


ment in wages and salaries that was 
partly reflected in higher employment 
for the month. W ages and salaries rose 
§7 4 biiuofr tn Septem ber com pared with 
a gain of only $2 6 billion in August. 
September mining payrolls increased 
$14 billion following a decline of $300 
million in August when coal miners were 
on strike. Payrolls in commodity- 
producing industries increased $3.4 
billion after a $2 billion decline in 
August 
Because the rate of new jobs created 
in September was comparable to August, 
a department analyst said the major dif­ 
ference in payrolls was probably a 
technical adjustment. 


“You have to look at September and 
August combined.” the analyst said. 
‘The wages and salaries increase in 
September is not so much a return to 
levels of the first half as a correction for 
understatement in August.” 
The department estimated personal in­ 
come at $1 56 trillion at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate.

The striking serenity of Pt. Conception 
belies the intensity of the debate brewing 
over the proposal to place a liquefied 
natural gas terminal at this pristine 
Pacific paradise. 
Seemingly exempt from civilization, 
the only hints of the twentieth century 
here are a few scattered homes and a 
Southern Pacific Railroad track which 
trims the cliffed virgin seashore. 
But word that the state legislature has 
indirectly tagged this sight for Califor­ 
nia’s .first LNG port has thrust Pt. 
Conception into one of the state’s hottest 
debates since the 1973 Arab oil embargo 
abruptly notified Americans that energy 
is not infinite. 
Energy experts and California's major 
utilities have issued warnings that the 
state is walking a thin line with natural 
gas supplies. 
California is in the precarious position 
of importing the bulk of its natural gas 
from out of state. As much as 97 percent 
of Southern Califronia’s natural gas is 
piped in, according to Southern Califor­ 
nia Gas spokesman O P Chase. 
The most populous and one of the most 
powerful states among the 50, California 
is just another customer to Midwest 
natural gas suppliers who say there is 
plenty of gas for everyone — but not at 
federally regulated prices. 
Not only have Midwest suppliers 
denied pleas for additional gas, but 
Chase said imported gas is being pinched 
more and more each year. He estimated 
Southern California Gas Co. is getting 20 
per cent less now than it did in 1970 from 
interstate domestic sources 
By 1960, he 
said his company has been warned sup­ 
plies would be shaved to 50 per cent of 
1970 figures. 
That, Chase said, leaves the gas com­ 
pany in the impossible position of annual­ 
ly increasing customers and annually 
decreasing supplies, Inevitably to end in 
a shortage crisis during a peak winter 
demand. 
That crisis will come during the winter 


of 1960- 81 say the utilities unless the 
state imports liquefied natural gas — 
LNG 
Without LNG, — natural gas compres­ 
sed to 1/600 normal volume at minus 260 
degrees Fahrenheit — Chase warned gas 
cutoffs in Southern California alone 
would trigger a direct layoff of 390,000 
people. 
The initial layoffs, Chase 
predicted, would produce a ripple effect 
leaving 310,000 more Southern Califor­ 
nians jobless. And this, according to the 
gas man. would be just the beginning. 
As Chase pointed out at a recent talk 
before the Lompoc Republican Club, all 
that stands between California and LNG 
is a port. 
“We have the contracts, 2B-year con­ 
tracts. We have the ships available to 
transport it. All we need is a place to un­ 
load it — a dock.” 
To purchase, ship and distribute LNG 
in California, Pacific Lighting Corp., 
parent of Southern California Gas Co., 
teamed up with Pacific Gas & Electric 
Co. to form Western LNG Terminal As­ 
sociates. 
Together the utilities have 
signed contracts for natural gas from In­ 
donesia and South Alaska to be shipped 
to the West Coast as LNG. 
To receive the gas, Western LNG first 
chose Los Angeles Harbor to build an 
LNG port. 
Oxnard was their second 
choice with Pt. Conception 
a distant 
third. 
The ranking was based on finances as 
much as anything else. 
Estimated to 
cost $600 million, Pt. Conception was 
more than twice the price of Oxnard, 
calculated at $270 million. Oxnard, in 
turn, was roughly double the $155 million 
projection for LA harbor. 
But, the state legislature, through 
Senate Bill 1061, mandated that the 
California Public Utilities Commission 
would make the final decision on the site 
of an LNG dock. Many on both sides of 
the LNG debate, however, claim SM1061 
already has selected the site — Pt. 
Conception. 
"It is very clear to us,” said Norbert 
Dali of the Sierra Club, “that (SB 1061) 
spells LNG at Pt. Conception in big let­ 
ters.” Coastal coordinator for the en­ 
vironmentalist group, Dali said he has 


spent the last six months in Sacramento 
working on LNG proposals 
Those close to the issue cite at least 
three main reasons SB 1081 will make 
LNG terminal and Pt. Conception syn­ 
onymous. 
With predictions of a pending natural 
gas crisis in the state, the bill was 
enacted as an urgency statu te 
Deadlines of the bill, critics argue, will 
not allow adequate study of alternative 
sites. 
Also due to a time factor, SB 1081 
specified the first LNG port would be 
onshore, thus eliminating any considera­ 
tion of a cluster of potential offshore 
sites promoted by environmentalists. 
Because of design and development 
time, utility experts have argued an of­ 
fshore site would take too long to build — 
up to six to eight years. 
But the clincher is population require­ 
ments in the bill which dismiss Los 
Angeles and Oxnard from the debate. Of 
the three sites the utilities have submit­ 
ted for approval as LNG portj, only Pt. 
Conception can meet the rigid SB 1081 
population limits — no more than an 


average of 10 per square mile within one 
mile or an average of 60 within four 
miles of an LNG port. 
Last Friday, the utilities filed with the 
PUC for a permit to build an LNG ter­ 
minal at Pt. Conception. Plans call for a 
4.600-foot trestle and three 550,000 barrel 
LNG tanks to be constructed on a site 
about 3.5 miles east of Pt. Conception. 
The trestle will have a single ship 
berth designed for the projected 193 ves­ 
sel calls per year, an average of about 
four per week. Each tank will be double­ 
walled and built in an earthen basin 
capable of holding 100 per cent of the 
tank’s contents. The projected cost — 
$632 million. 
A 112-mile, 34-inch-diameter pipeline 
will be built from Pt. Conception to con­ 
nect with existing pipelines southwest of 
Bakersfield 
Its estimated cost is $117 
million. 


Even if everything went smoothly, 
however, Chase said Pt. Conception 
would not be ready to begin receiving 
LNG until 1982 - a year after 
the 
predicted natural gas demand would ex­ 
ceed his company’s supply capacity. 


Supervisors may attend 
LNG environmental hearing

Santa Barbara County may send as 
many as four representatives — in­ 
cluding two county supervisors — to a 
Federal hearing in Los Angeles this 
Thursday and Friday to urge re-opening 
of proceedings to consider — among 
other things — feasibility of an offshore 
site for a proposed liquefied natural gas 
(LNG) facility in the county. 


The hearing before the Energy 
Regulatory Administration will be at­ 
tended possibly by County Supervisors 
William Wallace and David Yager, along 
with representatives of the county 
counsel’s office and the Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality (OEQ). 


County authorities indicated they may 
seek to introduce new evidence as to the 
need for liquefied natural gas on the 
West Coast, as well as new data concern­ 
ing the proposed Pt. Conception site if 
Federal authorities are contemplating 
making a decision on Pt. Conception. 


The Board of Supervisors was told 
Monday that the Federal agency has 
docketed only the Oxnard site for this 
yearing, “but might find Pt. Conception 
acceptable.” 
County 
Environmental Coordinator 
Albert Reynolds — who plans to make 
the trip — said “we would go to the heart 
of the matter concerning the need for 
LNG and offshore alternatives.” 


Lompoc disabled 
program part of 
national study

As pioneers in Special Educa­ 
tion , Lompoc schools will be ex­ 
amined in a national study of 
what to do and not do in 
teaching handicapped children. 


The National Education As­ 
sociation (NEA) has chosen 
North Santa Barbara County as 
one of three sites to conduct the 
study The other sites are dis­ 
tricts in Des Moines, Iowa, and 
Savannah. Ga. 


The study was in itiated 
because of a new federal law, 
94-142, that all handicapped 
children be provided by Sept. 
1978 an "appropriate, free, 
public education in the least 
restrictive environment." 


The phrase "least restrictive 
environment" means that han­ 
dicapped children should have 
as much experience in regular 
classrooms as possible. 


The legislation raised the 
concern of NEA's Teacher 
Rights Committee that thou­ 
sands of school districts are ill- 
prepared for this "new. un­ 
tested kind of integration " 
The NEA maintains that in 
addition to the great difficulties 
involved in educating handicap­ 
ped children, new problems 
could arise for the regular clas­ 
sroom teacher in accepting stu­ 
dents with special needs. 
Handicapped children would 
include children with both 
physical and mental disabilities 
— those who are deaf, blind, 
w ith speech or langu ag e 
problems, health impairments, 
learning and behavior dif­ 
ficulties. mentally retarded or 
emotionally disturbed 
NEA’s planned case studies 
"are in no way motivated by op­ 
position to the intent of the 
legislation." a summary states 
"The fact is, however, that 
PL (Public Law) 94-142. and its 
state and local counterparts, 
provide another example of a 
noble and hum ane idea 
resulting in m assive new 
responsibilities being laid on 
the already overburdened 
public schools ” 
The Lompoc Unified School 
District is now in its third year 
of carrying out the Santa Bar­ 
bara Master Plan for Special 
Education, a pilot project for 


California. 
Except for minor areas. Lom­ 
poc is already complying with 
the new federal law 
Local 
schools provide both special 
classes for the seriously han­ 
d icapped and 
ad d itio n al 
teachers at each school to help 
students from regular classes 
with learning problems. 
But Lompoc is among a few 
exceptional school districts 
with special programs for thp 
handicapped 
"There are many districts 
that are totally unprepared for 
any proper education of the 
handicapped They will need a 
great deal of information and 
help." said Larry Peralez, Or- 
cutt teacher who is chairperson 
of the North County steering 
com m ittee for the special 
study. 
"They won’t have the benefit 
of three years experience we 
have." he said. “They will just 
be thrown right into it.” 
Besides the LUSD. Orcutt. 
Guadalupe. Santa Maria High 
School and Elem entary dis­ 
tricts will be studied. 
All teachers in these districts 
have been asked to contribute. 
One regular and one special 
education teacher from Lom­ 
poc will serve on the North 
County steering committee, 
trying to contact those who can 
relate their experiences with 
the handicapped 
P a re n ts, too. may p a r­ 
ticipate. 
Those 
interested 
should contact the Lompoc 
Education Association, the 
California Teachers Associa­ 
tion, or Larry Peralez of the Or­ 
cutt district 
"Instead of a few people talk­ 
ing over coffee about it (Special 
Education), parents will have a 
place to voice their concerns. 
Orcutt teacher and committee 
member Pat Eggleton said 
In D ecem ber, an NEA- 
appointed study panel of 10 is

A reward system to en­ 
courage city employes not to 
get hurt on the job will be 
proposed to City Council at its 
regular meeting tonight. 
The innovative program 
would divide about 230 city 
workers into three groups— 
clerical employes; non-manual, 
quasi-clerical and electrical 
positions; and safety and 
manual employes. 
The breakdown is based on 
rate structures charged by the 
State Workmens Compensation 
Fund. The proposal "provides 
higher incentives to the higher 
risk groups for working without 
injuries," said Assistant City 
Administrator Bob Livingston’s 
report to council. 
The plan would pay about 40 
w o rk e rs in th e c le ric a l 
employes class $5. 40 employes 
in the middle division $15 and 
alm ost 150 workers in the 
safety and manual group $25 
per year for an injury-clean 
record. 
Director of General Services 
Richard Rea said the program 
could cost the city a maximum 
$4.550 per year But that would

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Senate may amend canal 
pacts to clarify points 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - De­ 
spite White House opposition, 
an effort is under way in the 
Senate to amend the Panama 
Canal pacts to include the joint 
clarification issued last week 
by President Carter and Gen. 
Omar Torrijos. 
White House spokesman Jody 
Powell says the administration 
would oppose any effort to 
amend the treaties in light of 
the 14 years of difficult negotia­ 
tions it took to achieve the pre­ 
sent pacts. 
The Carter-Torrijos state­ 
ment, which followed a meeting 
Friday, said the United States 
would have the right to defend 
the canal m ilitarily after 
Panama takes full control of 
the waterway in the year 2000. 
Sen Ernest Hollings, D-S C., 
a supporter of the agreements, 
and Sen. Robert Dole. R-Kan . a 
critic, are sponsoring amend­ 


ments. Both make the same 
point. 
Dole: “ Neither Carter nor 
Torrijos will occupy positions 
of authority when the treaty 
provisions become significant 
in the year 2000. so there must 
be some basis in law to ensure 
that their pledge w ill be 
honored.” 
Hollings: “ We don’t just let 
presidents read resolutions for 
us — just taking a particular 
president’s words — I can tell 
you here and now I might not be 
here, President Carter might 
not be here, and it (the treaty) 
ought to state so affirmatively 
in the year 2000.” 
Addition of amendments or 
reservations to the treaties 
would require the pacts to be 
renegotiated, according to staff 
officials of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee 
It likelv would not be difficult 


to incorporate the Carter- 
Torrijos joint statement in the 
treaties, since the major agree­ 
ment in substance has already 
been made. 
More uncertain, however, 
would be the six other amend­ 
ments and two reservations 
Dole wants to attach to the 
treaties. 
They would cut U.S. pay­ 
ments to Panam a in half, 
guarantee the U.S. right to 
build a new canal any place in 
the hemisphere, extend the 
transition period for transfer­ 
ring the Canal Zone, insist on 
human rights observances by 
Panama, and give the House a 
vote on the treaty proposals. 
Former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger also is for­ 
warding recommendations for 
attaching the clarification of 
U.S. defense and transit rights 
to the accords.

A total of 121 indictments 
were handed up. with charges 
ranging from murder to arson. 
The charges include burning to 
defraud, submitting fraudulent 
insurance claims, conspiracy 
and bribery. 
The investigation lasted near­ 
ly five months and dealt with 35 
Boston area fires that caused

property damage Officials said 
the probe was aided by an 
alleged arsonist who turned 
state's evidence.

Named as the attackers were 
George De Boef, a former 
Anglo guidance counselor at the 
school, Edwin Ashley, a Navajo 
who was a former instruction 
aide at the school; and David 


Clah Sr., a Navajo formerly 
employed in the bureau’s 
foster grandparent program. 


Peterson Zah. director of the 
Navajo legal aid organization, 
said the suits were filed after 
unsuccessful attempts to get 
federal authorities to take 
criminal action. Zah said the 
F B I was called in to investigate 
the case in 1976 He said federal 
authorities indicated th at they 
would not prosecute. 


Zah said the alleged victims 
are entitled to damages under 
an 1868 treaty between the 
government and the Navajos 
He said the treaty provides that 
the government must “ keep all 
bad men among the whites and 
others subject to the authority 
of the United States off the

nutrition information provided 
by schools and parents offers 
little competition to the lessons 
children learn from television 
advertising 
“ I do not think I have to 
emphasize the fact that the 
great majority of the foods and 
beverages advertised on televi­ 
sion broadcasts that are aimed 
at young audiences are of 
dubious nutritional value, or 
that the kinds of food that do 
contribute to good nutrition are 
promoted very infrequently via 
television.” Richmond said in a 
prepared speech 


Children with normal televi­ 
sion viewing habits see 70 hours 
of advertising annually, he said 
Government efforts to im­ 
prove the labeling of food 
product packages and support 
nutrition education in the 
schools “ can have little impact 
against the massive advertising 
efforts of the food and beverage 
industries or the seemingly 
apathetic attitudes of far too 
many parents,” he said. 
Food advertising with nutri­ 
tion messages for children is 
the goal of a voluntary code for 
broadcast advertising being 
developed by the U.S. Public 
Health Service. 
The PHS would offer its 
guidelines to the broadcast in­ 
dustry for voluntary use by 
radio and television advertisers 
of food products

We didn’t know what a 
“Dee” was But the refrain could be 
bellowed out bravely, 28 treble 
voices squeaking as one. 
The message in that song didn’t 
become clear until I was much 
older That jolly miller lived without 
envy. He seemed glad that nobody 
was jealous of his success. He was a 


happy man. 
Many years later my wife Nikka, 
who was a teacher, brought home a 
songbook for children used by the 
school in which she taught, Leafing 
through it, I found the song “Jolly 
Miller.” I hummed the verse and 
sang the refrain aloud lustily. 
Then horrors! That “nobody en­ 
vies me” was a lie. It seems that the 
king of the country was very envious 
of the miller’s happiness. Doubts as­ 
sailed me. Was the miller happy 
because he envied nobody? Or was 
he happy because he was envied by 
the king? 
Oh, well, childhood fantasies 
about non-envious millers don’t play 
much 
part 
in 
adult 
l ife. 
Nevertheless, the song brought back 
a remembered feeling. To live 
without envy of others is to be 
beautiful. To make others envy you 
is to be continuously “on the make.” 
The men or women who gloat “Eat 
your heart out, you so and so” enjoy 
success comparatively. Only when 
others are jealous is the success 
complete. 
Our generation, now seniors, grew 
up to measure our successes not by 
what we did, but by what we had. 
We called it the “rat race.” And for 
many of us there was no way to get 
out of the pushing and shoving for 
more, more, more. The collection of 
material things had to be our aim in 
life. But no matter how much we 
made, there was always someone 
richer than we were. 'Hie game of 
envy was one nobody could really 
win. We felt that in some way, peo­ 
ple who had more than we did were 
somehow better than we were. 
Therefore we had to believe that 
those who had less than we lacked 
some of the splendid qualities about 


which we ourselves could boast. 
For us now in the old age bracket 
the whole structure built on envy 
falls apart. No one judges us any 
longer by the state of our bank ac­ 
counts. Whatever money we have — 
well, that’s it. There won’t be any 
more produced by our own effort. If 
our Social Security goes up, so does 
everyone else’s. If our expenses, our 
medical costs, or taxes go up, so do 
the expenses of our contemporaries. 
We no longer can be envied for our 
possessions or our finances. 
The rules of the “envy” game are 
changed for the elderly. What we 
hope for now is admiration and 
respect. We need to be accepted as 
valid people by our children and 
grandchildren; by our friends and 
our associates, Tlie rat race is for 
younger people. We will be judged 
by what we do for others rather than 
what we do to increase our wealth. 
Except for a very few of us, there’s 
nothing we senior-agers can do to 
become wealthier. 


Admittedly, it’s a difficult ques­ 
tion. Here we are. We spent our 
younger years trying to make a buck 
so that we could “keep up with the 
Joneses.” What’s left for us to strive 
for now?” 


Older persons will need to answer 
that question for themselves. Let 
me, therefore, speak for Nikka and 
me. We are now more than 10 years 
into senior citizenhood 
We have 
won respect as senior activists. To 
us, improving life for ourselves and 
other older Americans is a cause, 
not a hobby. In close harmony, each 
of us chants with the Jolly Miller of 
the Dee. 
“I envy nobody, not I; 
And nobody envies me.” 
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Valley student learns 
of life on Hawaii isle

English is the language, the 
nationality American and the 
scenery beautiful, but this little 
known part of Hawaii might 
very well be in a distant 
country. 
Spalding six months of her 
junior year ih Santa Ynez 
Valley High School living in the 
remote northwest corner of the 
island of Hawaii, 17-year-old 
Carol Schulz found life far dif­ 
ferent than she expected. 
She left Solvang and the home 
of p aren ts Mr. and M rs. 
Norman Schulz in January un­ 
der the American Field Service 
program and was the first 
Valley student to participate in 
the domestic program rather 
than crossing national boun­ 
daries. 
Even so, the differen ces 
between life in Solvang and life 
in Kohala were extreme. 
The community of Kohala is 
situated in what had been a fair­ 
ly prosperous sugar cane farm ­ 
ing section until the local mill 
closed down about three years 
ago. 
From that time on, Kohala 
residents, most of Japanese 
descent, found themselves fac­ 
ing a local depression. Costs of 
transporting local sugar cane to 
the next mill were prohibitive 
and those staying in the area 
had to find other means of sup­ 
port. 
W hen 
sh e 
a r r iv e d 
in 
Honolulu, Carol caught a small, 
eight-passenger plane that tran­ 
sported her to Kohala where it 
landed in a cane field airport 
with a Quonset hut and one 
runway. 
She then met her “ parents,” 
Minoru and Yoshiko Nakasato 
and her 17-year-old “ sister” 
Edith, the only one of eight 
children still living at home 
Their house was modest and 
furnished in the Japanese tradi­ 
tion with no wall decorations 
“ Our home had no heat at all 
and only two houses in the area 
had fireplaces,” according to 
Carol. “ Those houses belonged 
to haoles; that’s their word for 
white people.” 
There was inside plumbing, 
but the bathtub was never used 
and only the kitchen received 
hot water. 
“ For a bath, I had 
to use the Japanese style bath 
which was in a separate house 
outside.” Carol said. 
“ A 
wooden tub sat over a fire with 
the steam rising from it. 
I 
would have to take some water 
in a bowl and pour it over me. 
“ After the bath came the cold 
trip back to the houe*. usually 
in the rain. I caught the worst 
cold while I was there, probably 
from going from the hot bath­ 
house to the cool air outside.” 
Rain was a way of life with 
about 70 per cent of the time 
Carol spent in the area being 
wet. 
“ One time, we had two 
and a half weeks of rain 
straight,” she said. “ It got cool 
and sometimes was warm, but 
never really cold.” 
Telephone 
communication 
was. at best, unreliable. 
“ On 
my birthday, there was a terri­ 
ble storm and the telephone line 
blew down. 
I was expecting 
several calls, but no one could 
get through and they got very 
worried But. there was no way 
I could get in touch with them.” 
Life in Kohala was really 
relaxed, according to Carol. 
“ Kohala is the ‘mellow part of 
the island’ and it’s kind of lazy 
and sometimes boring ” 
The Nakasato family treated 
her as a guest for about three 
months “ After that, I was per­ 
mitted to do jobs around the 
house.” Carol said 
“ This was 
the Japanese culture, I was a 
guest." 
Attending the local high 
school was part of Carol’s ex­ 
periences. 
There, she was 
nearly the tallest student at her 
5'7” height and her blond hair 
was unique. 
"There were two 
ch ild ren in the a d ja c e n t 
elementary school who were 
blond 
Everyone else had dark 
hair." 
Being accepted at the school 
was a problem at first. “ The 
people resent white people, 
haoles. and I found 1 could have 
made friends easier if I had 
joined the group of haoele kids. 
“ But, I wanted to get to know 
the local kids and by the time I 
left. 1 had made many friends 
and write to them a lot now, 
she added. “ It was hard to go. ” 
Girls in the Nakasato family 
were treated quite differently 
than Carol has experienced at 
home. "M y sister was very shy 
and very much afraid of boys. 
Arranged m arriages were the 
custom and while I was there, 
Edith s marriage was being dis­ 
cussed. 
“ She didn’t want an arranged 
m arriage and her parents 
changed their minds about it, 
but it was reluctantly. 
“ Girls didn’t date until they 
were out of college which would 
make them about 22 or 23 years 
old," she added. 
“ They were 
very protected.” 
Carol's mother in Kohala, 
Yoshiko, was two years older 
than her husband, a Japanese 
custom according to Carol. 
Mrs. Nakasato worked at odd 
jobs such as cleaning houses as 
well as working part-time at an 
orchid farm. 
She also tended 
the fam ily ’s garden which 
raised sweet potatoes, peanuts 
and tomatoes for sale and fami­ 
ly consumption. 
There were 
also pigs and cattle on the 


property. 


Minoru, Carol’s 50-year-old 
Okinawan fath er, repaired 
large machinery. He had been 
a cane farmer for 30 years, un­ 
til the mill closed. 


While attending Kohala High 
School, Carol studied Hawaiian 


history, learning some of the 
customs and language of the 
islands. She also continued her 
interest in agriculture by taking 
ornamental horticulture and 
jo in in g the lo c a l F u tu re 
Farm ers of America chapter. 
In sports, Carol was a member 
of the school’s basketball team.

Alabama, still riding the crest of its 
big upset over Southern California two 
weeks ago is lodged in third place with 
291 points after beating Tennessee, 24-10, 
on Saturday. USC recouped some of its 
ground after tumbling from the top rank 
by climbing to the No. 4 slot on the basis 
of a 33-15 trouncing of Oregon and receiv­ 
ing 2>8 points. 
Woody Hayes’ Ohio Staters lashed 
Iowa. 27-6, arid was voted No. 5 with 256 
points. Oklahoma, which handed Ohio 
State its only loss earlier in the season, 
occupies the No. 6 berth with 230 points 
after beating Missouri, 21-17. 
Colorado dropped several notches to 
No. 7 when tied 17-17 by Kansas. The 
Buffs gained 130 points in the voting. 
Arkansas received 82 points as the No. 8 
team. Penn State, playing without coach 
Joe Paterno, who was at the bedside of 
his injured son, ranked No. 9 after whipp­ 
ing Syracuse, 31-24, and collecting 75 
points. Notre Dame moved up to No. 10 
on 63 votes following a 24-0 shutout of 
Army.

Dodgers go after 
equalizer tonight 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The New York 
Yankees, confident that the longest, 
most turbulent season in their storied 
history is about at an end, send right­ 
hander Mike Torrez to the mound tonight 
against Burt Hooton in an effort to finish 
off the Los Angeles Dodgers in the sixth 
game of the 1977 World Series. 
“It’s been a long, tough season,” con­ 
ceded Yankees’ manager Billy Martin 
Monday. “I know a lot of the players 
have expressed their desire to be 
somewhere else next year, but after we 
win this thing tomorrow, I think their 
feelings will change.” 
Martin found himself surrounded by 
yet one more controversy Monday when 
right-hander Ed Figueroa, who was 
bypassed in favor of Torrez for game six, 
decided to quit the team, and then 
changed his mind. 
“I asked Billy Martin if I could go 
home and he said go ahead, 
said 
Figueroa, a 16-game winner for the 
Yankees this year. “Then I thought 
about it and decided it would be a bad 
move on my part ... I want to be part of 
the club until the Series is over.” 
Martin said he decided to start Torrez 
because Figueroa is not yet fully 
recovered from nerve damage in his 
right index finger. 
“ I can understand how the guy feels,” 
said Martin, “ ...because he wanted to 
pitch.” 


Torrez, the 6-foot-5, 220-pound Mexican 
right-hander who won 17 games this 
year, overpowered the Dodgers on a 
seven-hit, nine-strikeout performance in 
game three of the series last Friday. 
The controversy involving Figueroa’s 
defection didn’t seem to disturb him. 
“I knew I was going to pitch either the 
sixth or the seventh game,” said Torrez. 
“It didn’t m atter to me which one ... 
Figgy won a lot of games for us this year 
and he wanted to be in it.” 
Meanwhile, Dodger Manager Tommy 
Lasorda, has in Hooton his most impres­ 
sive pitcher of the series going for the se­ 
cond time against the Yanks. Hooton, 
whose specialty, the knuckle curve, baf­ 
fled the Yankees in game two, was 
equally confident he could prolong the 
Yankees’ season. 
“I feel great and I’m speculating a 
win,” said Hooton. “It’s the biggest 
game of my career, but then again so 
were my last two starts.”

NEW YORK (UPI) - Bob Lemon, 
who led the Chicago White Sox to a sur­ 
prising third-place finish in the Western 
Division, was named the American 
League’s manager of the year today by 
United Press International. 
The former Cleveland Indian pitcher, 
who was inducted into baseball’s Hall of 
Fame in 1976. won the managerial honor 
by an 11-7 vote over Earl Weaver of the 
Baltimore Orioles in the annual post­ 
season survey by 25 UPI sports writers. 
Billy Martin of the New York Yankees 
finished third with three votes, followed 
by Gene Mauch of the Minnesota Twins 
with two and Whitey Herzog of the 
Kansas City Royals and Don Zimmer of 
the Boston Red Sox with one each. 
“It is a great honor to win this year es­ 
pecially in view of the job Weaver did in 
Baltimore,” said Lemon, referring to 
the Orioles’s finishing in a tie for second 


place in the American League East after 
being written off as contenders in pre- 
season evaluations. 
“Earl did a really fine job.” 
Turning to his own club, the 57-year- 
old Lemon singled out outfielders Oscar 
Gamble and Richie Zisk and third 
baseman Eric Soderholm for special 
praise. 
“They were big additions.” he said. 
“Each had a fine season. They were 
strong contributors throughout the 
season 
“The fans got behind us after about 
three weeks,” Lemon said. “They had a 
lot to do with our success. It also was 
very enjoyable working with club presi­ 
dent Bill Veeck and vice president 
Roland Hemond. They are outstanding 
baseball men who understand a 
manager’s problems.”

Lemon took over a White Sox team 
which was ailing both on the field and at 
the gate. That year the White Sox 
finished sixth in the Western Division 
with a 64-97 record, 25Vk games out of 
first place, and had a home attendance of 
only 914,945. 
The 1977 White Sox were in first place 
in the West as late as Aug. 14, before 
finishing in third place 12 games behind 
the first-place Kansas City Royals. They 
wound up with a 90-72 record and in­ 
creased their home attendance 741,190 to 
1,656,135. 
Lemon managed the Royals to one 
second-and two fourth-place finishes 
from 1970 through 1972, then managed 
Sacramento in the Pacific Coast League 
and Richmond in the International 
League before joining the Yankees as a 
coach in 1976. 
Lemon’s distinguished pitching career 
included a 207-128 lifetime won-lost 
record, seven 20-victory seasons, a no­ 
hitter and a 2-2 mark in World Series 
competition. He also appeared in four 
All-Star games.

saw Hochman, who he said “has had a 
great deal of fun at my expense over the 
years,” boarding the plane. Cosell said. 
“Hi, SUn baby” and playfully chucked 
Hochman under the chin. 
Hochman, however, told police and 
airline authorities in New York that 
Cosell attacked him at 9:45 p.m., 
minutes before the plane took off in Los 
Angeles. 
“Cosell was walking down the aisle 
and I said. "It’s a thrill to be on the same 
plane with you’,” Hochman said.

A To start with, he’s not as big as Sayers, and there’s still some 
conjecture he should be a wide receiver instead of a running back. 
Main thing is that Washington, who missed last year with knee sur­ 
gery, has been doing too much stutter-stepping around the line of 
scrimmage and hitting the wrong hole. In other words, the Charger 
coaches, disappointed, feel he’s got a lot to learn yet about running 
in a pro offense. 


Q Who are your candidates for rookies of the year in the 
American and National Leagues? — D.N., Cihcinnati, O. 
A In the National League, I pick Steve Henderson, the young 
outfielder who didn’t join the New York Mets unti mid-June (in the 
Tom Seaver trade), and has been as productive in his tenure as 
young outfielder Andre Dawson has been with Montreal. In the 
American League, I lean to second baseman Bump Wills of the 
Texas Rangers, and not just because he’s Maury’s offspring. 


Q Who is generally regarded as the best defensive end in the 
National Football League? What do you think of Jack Youngblood 
of the Ram s? — R T., Anaheim, Calif. 
A The last couple of years, the nod for being the toughest 
strongside defensive end in the game has generally gone to 
Youngblood But my feeling is that he has been passed by Tommy 
Hart of the San Francisco 49ers, with Claude Humphrey of Atlanta 
close Youngblood joined the weight-losing fad this year by getting 
down to 223 pounds But after rookie Warren Bryant of the Falcons 
tossed him around in the season opener, Youngblood put on nine 
quick to withstand the buffeting. 


Q Was Coach Chuck Knox really serious about switching from 
Los Angeles to Detroit this year? Why would he want to do it? — 
B H.. Ventura. Calif. 
A Two million reasons, each one worth a dollar. That was the 
kitty prepared to lure Knox from the Rams to the Lions. Chuck, 
when he was an assistant at Detroit, had been a good friend of 
owner Bill Ford But Carroll Rosenbloom, the L A. owner, who 
smarted for years over losing Don Shula when he was at Baltimore 
(to Miami), couldn’t exact the price he wanted in player talent 
from the Lions. So Knox stayed in L A. I still wouldn’t count it out

Two more hills to climb 
the toughest for Billy

NEW YORK (UPI) - At 
most, Billy Martin has only 
two m ore m ountains to 
cross, after which he says he 
expects to be back, win or 
lose, but his employers keep 
saying nothing and that’s 
what’s known as an ominous 
sile n c e in b a se b a ll or 
anywhere else. 
Should the Yankees beat 
the Dodgers tonight in the 
sixth game of the World 
Series and thereby wrap up 
their first world cham ­ 
pionship in 15 years, the next 
obvious question would be 
what about Martin for next 
year? Will he or won’t he be 
the Yankee manager again? 
Owner George Steinbren- 
ner insists club president 
Gabe Paul will make that 
decision. Announce it would 
be more correct, although 
Paul tells everybody he’s 
“ not going to be a rubber 
stamp.” 
Actually, Steinbrenner and 
Paul quite likely will make 
the decision together if they 
haven’t made it already. I 
get the felling they have and 
th a t 
im p r e s s io n 
w as 
stre n g th e n e d by P a u l 
him self at a news con­ 
ference last Saturday in Los 
Angeles. 
After it broke up, a few 
newsmen lingered and asked 
Paul some questions about 


Martin. One of those ques­ 
tions had to do with the 
g u id e lin e s or 
“ c o m ­ 
mandments” Paul had set 
up and which Martin would 
have to adhere to in order to 
keep his job. 
“ How has Billy been doing 
a c c o r d in g 
to 
y o u r 
gu id elin es?” one w riter 
asked him. 
“ I don’t want to discuss 
that,” replied Paul. 
“ If he wins the World 
Series, will that change his 
status?” another writer in­ 
quired. 
“ It does not affect our 
judgment,” said Paul, look­ 
ing increasingly uncomfor­ 
table. 
Now stop and think for a 
moment. 
If the Yankees 
already had made up their 
minds to retain Martin for 
next year, why would there 
be any logical reason for 
them not saying so now or 
even before this? 
On the other hand, if they 
already have decided to let 
him go, a s a p reviou s 
Yankee administration did 
with Yogi Berra even as he 
was managing the team in 
the 1964 World Series with 
the Cardinals, their silence 
now is readily understan­ 
dable. 
M artin, how ever, can 
draw some encouragement 
from the fact baseball peo­ 
ple are notorious for chang- 


ing their minds. Insofar as 
he’s concerned, he knows 
first-hand, from talks he has 
had with Steinbrenner, that 
the Y ankee ow ner has 
changed his mind about him 
several times this season 
alone. 
On that score, M artin 
should have a talk with Joe 
Gordon sometime. 
Gordon 
also played second base for 
the Yankees, having been 
Martin’s predecessor at that 
position, and in 1959, he was 
managing Cleveland. 
F ra n k L an e w as the 
general manager of the In­ 
dians and he was second- 
guessing Gordon regularly. 
Gordon got so tired of it, that 
with the Indians still in con­ 
tention only a couple of days 
before the end of the season, 
he told a writer he was going 
to tell Lane he was resign­ 
ing. 
Meanwhile, Lane already 
had decided to hire Leo 
D urcher a s the Indian 
manager and had made him 
a proposition. 
With two days remaining 
in the season, Lane invited 
Gordon to have breakfast 
with him. 
“ I see by the newspapers 
w here you’ re goin g to 
resign,” he said to Gordon, 
“ and whenever anybody 
tells me he’s going to quit, I 
never try to stop him, but I 
reserve the right to pick the 


proper time to accept your 
resignation.” 
“ It’s my own fault,” ad­ 
mitted the characteristical­ 
ly good-natured Gordon. “ I 
should’ve kept my mouth 
shut. I appreciate you giving 
me the job in the first place 
and all the support you gave 
m e.” 
Before long, he began talk- 
ing about som e of the 
Cleveland players and the 
personal plans he had for 
them the following year. 
Then he caught him self, 
realizing he already had told 
Lane he was resigning. 
“ Hey, I can’t let you be a 
better sport than I am ,” 
Lane interrupted him. “ I’m 
going to do something about 
this.” 

A couple of days 
later, he called a press con­ 
ference in Cleveland for the 
purpose of announcing the 
club’s m anager for the 
following year. 
Everyone 
expected it to be Durocher. 
“ Bring Leo in ,” Lane 
waggishly called out to one 
of the Indfians’ officials mo­ 
ments after the press con­ 
ference got under way. 
In walked Joe Gordon, 
smiling. 
He w a s th e “ n e w ” 
manager, and he was given a 
raise. 
Maybe the same thing will 
happen with Billy Martin, 
too.

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Airborne virus causes 
cancer in hamsters 


MOBILE, Ala 
(UPI) - 
Researchers at the University 
of South Alabama are trying to 
define and isolate a mysterious 
cancer-causing virus that 
moves through the air to infect 
healthy hamsters. 
“Airborne cancer is a scary 
topic,” said Dr Joseph Coggin 
of the Department of Microbi­ 
ology and Immunology. “Thank 
heavens we’ve found that only 
hamsters appear susceptible 
But it raised a lot of questions. 
Coggin hopes the research 
may lend itself to the battle 
against cancer in human be­ 
ings 
The research team has 
developed a vaccine that 
protects the anim als, but 
Coggin concedes, “We don't 
know for sure what we re 
protecting against. We’re still 
going to try to find out what this 
virus is." 
In quarantined laboratories, 
healthv hamsters are placed in

EPA probes 
atomic waste 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The Environmental Protection 
Agency has begun an undersea 
study of atomic wastes, with 
plans to retrieve several drums 
of waste materials dropped into 
the ocean 25 years ago. 
“Our particular interest is to 
develop regulations for future 
ocean disposal of radioactive 
wastes.” Robert Dyer, an EPA 
oceanographer heading the task 
force, said Monday. 
A manned underwater 
research vessel, the Pisces VI, 
will be dropped into two ocean- 
bottom sites near the Farallon 
Islands, one 3.000 feet deep and 
the other 5.500 feet deep.

Big fat federal contract 


At wits end by

Quietly, without fanfare, but with deep 
implications, a new law went into effect 
last week governing off road motor vehi­ 
cles. For the users of such vehicles, the 
law means a new way of life. 
As spelled out in the law: “It is unlaw­ 
ful for any person willfully to drive any 
motor vehicle as that 
term is defined in the 
vehicle code upon un­ 
improved portions of 
real property belong­ 
ing to or lawfully oc­ 
cupied by another 
without the express 
perm ission of the 
owner, the owner’s 
agent or the person in 
lawful possession of 
said real property.” 
As used by the law, 
unimproved means 
real property “upon which there exists 
no structures occupied by the owner or 
his agent.” 
For aU practical purpose«, the law 
would seem to end the practice of runn­ 
ing offroad vehicles in the hills around 
Lompoc Valley. For many Vandenberg 
Village residents it couldn’t come too 
soon. In adopting the ordinance on Sept. 
12 of this year, the Board of Supervisors 
found that “Many persons drive motor 
vehicles of many kinds, including pas­ 
senger cars, vans, trucks, dune buggies 
and motorcycles onto unimproved lands 
and operate such motor vehicles on such 
lands so as to create substantial 
nuisances to nearby residents including, 
but not limited to large amounts of dust 
and excessive exhaust noise ” 
Dangers to life and limb were also 
noted. 
There are a couple of places where the 
vehicles can be used legally, but the loca­ 
tions with one exception were not im­ 
mediately clear. 
It will be difficult to find trails to use, 
because not many property owners are 
going to give "express permission,” for 
an activity that could result in an injury 
accident lawsuit with the innocent 
property owner a co-defendant. 
Law enforcement agencies in the past 
used the standard state laws governing 
trespass to cope with the rising tide of of­ 
froad vehicle use, but that has not proved 
effective, according to the good super­ 
visors. 
Residents around Vandenberg Village 
Shopping Center and along Sirius Avenue 
have been particularly oppressed by the 
noise and dust from offroad vehicle use. 
according to Sgt. William Gilstrap Two 
of the major related problems, ac­ 
cording to Gilstrap, are the unlicensed 
drivers and the non-licensed offroad 
vehicles. Put simply, underage and 
hence unlicensed youngsters are driving 
non-licensed motor vehicles along public 
thoroughfares to get to a hill or trail 
where they can have their fun. legal or 
otherwise 
The Moto Cross track on McLaughlin 
Road, at the Santa Ynez River is a legal 
track for the vehicles, but many of the 
users are breaking the law if they use 
public roads or the edge of private 
properties along the way to reach the 
track.

In addition to all the other qualities 
they have, the sessions by the Lompoc 
Advisory Committee for the County 
General Plan, are sometimes poignant 
and always fraught with the stuff that af­ 
fects our lives. One such drama affected 
at least one family in Cebada Canyon. 
Family members were deeply concerned 
because of their belief that recommen­ 
dations for rezoning of the whole area 
from 20-acre zoning to 40-acre en­ 
dangered their right to build 
It was a valid concern. Efforts by the 
family to get a yes or no answer from the 
county resulted in a response that was 
not specific enough. The family 
rephrased their questions again and to­ 
day the county was prepared to respond 
with a more definite answer. 


In the meanwhile, however, there has 
been some anguish This reporter got a 
copy of a letter from county planning 
director Britt Johnson and was prepared 
to use the contents in a story last week 
only to find on closer scrutiny that the 
response by Johnson was not as specific 
as it needed to be to eliminate mis­ 
conceptions 


Basically, a property owner can build 
one home on his legally constituted 20- 
acre parcel even if the zoning is changed 
to 40-acre zoning. Of course the owner 
will have to abide by the requirements of 
their particular agriculture zone. 
Johnson said Monday he was prepared 
to give this answer to the family. 


Incidentally, tonight a subcommittee 
of Art Hibbits’ advisory committee on 
planning will meet in the County Ad­ 
ministration Building and for sheer 
drama the meeting will be the highlight 
of the evening. Critics of the committee 
say they’ll be out in force. On tap will be 
deliberations on land use for a 300-acre 
parcel east of Mission Hills; and possibly 
discussion of the 680-acre balance of the 
parcel. Also, the subcommittee will con­ 
sider proposals to re-include within the 
urban-rural limit, a 450-acre parcel west 
of Vandenberg Village The full commit­ 
tee first added the parcel, then deleted 
it. Following an outline of community 
wishes last week by John Sherman, 
president of the Vandenberg Village As­ 
sociation, sentiment seemed to be 
shifting again in favor of re-including it. 
But of course the subcommittee will 
come up with a recommendation for the 
full committee, which incidentally 
meets on Thursday in the county 
building. 


WASHINGTON — The wining and din­ 
ing of Pentagon procurement officers ap­ 
parently has become a major industry. 
A confidential congressional study 
charges that defense contractors have 
spent “several million dollars annually” 
on this sort of revelry. 
Such massive entertaining, the report 
adds gravely, pre­ 
sents, “ a threat of 
significant porportions 
to the integrity of 
public contracts and 
the p ro c u re m e n t 
process.” 
Many a contract is 
consummated over a 
shutgun barrel in a 
fog-sheathed 
duck 
blind. Or some inside 
information, worth 
millions to a contrac­ 
tor, might be dropped 
casually on a golf green. The way to a 
defense contract may also be greased by 
booze and blondes at a swinging night 
club. 
The congressional study found 
“repeated hospitality to many of the 
same federal employes.” They weren’t 
shown a good time for the pleasure of 
their company, the report suggests 
More likely, the contractor hoped in 
return of his largess “to obtain advance 
or inside information and to secure 
preferential treatment in the course of 
doing business with the government.” 
Two years ago, we wrote a series of 
columns about defense and space of­ 
ficials accepting free hunting and ski 
trips from 
military contractors 
We 
identified the hosts as the giant Northrop 
and Rockwell corporations, which were 
called on the carpet by Sen. William 
Proxmire. D-Wis., chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Defense Production. 
The publicity died down, but the com­ 
mittee continued its investigation Pain­ 
stakingly, the committee examined the 
entertainment practices of more than 40 
leading defense contractors. The report, 
just completed, is still confidential 
However, we can reveal the highlights. 
— The report listed these gratuities, 
which contractors commonly make 
available to government procurement 
people: 
"Tickets to sporting and 
cultural events, hunting, fishing, golfing 
or similar recreational outings; enter­ 
tainment and meals; dinners, balls, 
banquets and night clubs, transporta­ 
tion, lodging, meals and refreshments, 
especially in connection with hospitality 
suites at professional meetings; and 
visits to lodges and resorts.” 
— The committee determined, for ex­ 
ample, that at least 30 of the 41 contrac­ 
tors surveyed had given government of­ 
ficials tickets to sporting and cultural 
events. During the three years covered 
by the survey. 30 companies had spon­ 
sored about 1.200 hospitality suites, 
where the booze flowed freely. At least 
35 of the companies acknowledged 
purchasing meals for government 


employes. 
— At least 16 firms sponsored sporting 
activities that included government of­ 
ficials 
These activities ranged from 
golfing matches to hunting trips. Some 
corporations paid for transportation, 
hunting licenses, ammunition, meals and 
lodging, hunting and guide fees. Some 
even arranged for the preparation of the 
game. 
— The acceptance of the aforemen­ 
tioned favors, the report charges, 
violates a 1965 executive order. “Enter­ 
tainment of government officials,” cau­ 
tions the report, “can undermine the in­ 
tegrity of government contracts.” For 
instance, a contractor may obtain in­ 
telligence or advance information on 
government requirements and specifica­ 
tions. thereby gaining an unfair advan­ 
tage over his competitors. 
— One witness, interviewed by an in­ 
vestigator for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, stressed that 
“one of the purposes of developing 
liaisons with NASA employes was to 
develop inside sources who could be 
telephoned for advance or inside infor­ 
mation ” Anyone who provides such in­ 
formation. the committee warns sternly, 
“is in violation of departmental stan­ 
dards of conduct. ” 
— The committee scolds the Defense 
Department for failing to investigate 
more aggessively the massive entertain­ 
ing of Pentagon brass. But NASA gets a 
commendation for its vigorous policing 
of corporate back-scratching 
— The study notes that the 1975 
hunting-lodge scandals led to new 
Defense Department standards, thus of­ 
fering “ hope that acceptance of 
gratuities by federal officals will be 


halted.” 
But the committee criticizes 
“the absence of meaningful penalties for 
corporations or corporate represen­ 
tatives who offer prohibited gratuities 
— Many corporations, in the spirit of 
repentance, announced they stopped 
handing out favors after the 1975 scan­ 
dal But the report points out wryly that 
similar scandals in 1959 and 1967 did not 
change corporate habits. 
What is 
needed, the report again suggests, is 
a stronger legal deterrent. 
— Some of the same corporations that 
fork over favors to federal officials, 
ironically, have strict rules against the 
acceptance of gratuities by their own 
employes from suppliers or subcontrac­ 
tors. 
Footnote: 
Unaccountably, Congress 
has rewarded the Joint Committee for 
its diligence by abolishing it and 
transferring its investigative functions 
to the Senate Banking Committee 
COSTLY SHUFFLE: The new Depart­ 
ment of Energy is open for business, but 
Secretary James Schlesinger and his 
staff don’t have a permanent address. 
They were supposed to move into the 
Defense Department’s James Forrestal 
Building on October 1st. But the building 
still isn’t available so the Department of 
Energy is now spread out all over the 
Capital. 
When the military brass hats are final­ 
ly booted out against their wishes the 
Energy Department will move in and the 
costs will be high. General Services Ad­ 
m inistrator Joel Solomon, in a 
memorandum to Schlesinger. predicted 
the shuffle, earlier estimated at $6 9 
million, will now cost the taxpayers a 
whopping $22 million

WASHINGTON — The quorum bells 
ring, weary senators shuffle onto the 
floor venting their irritation at the an­ 
tique process known as a filibuster. In 
the midst of this uproar one figure stands 
serene and unmoved. This is not 
Horatius at the bridge holding off the 
vandals bent on destroying the temple of 
free enterprise. It is 
Horatius who owns the 
bridge. 
Sen. Russell Long of 
Louisiana may not be 
thé richest man in the 
Club of 100 but it is a 
safe guess that he has 
more oil and gas in­ 
terests than any of the 
others. Elected first to 
the Senate in 1948, he 
has for more than a 
decade been chairman 
of the Senate Finance 
Committee. 
In that post, one of the most powerful 
in the Congress, he has been able to hold 
off with tactics of delay and obfuscation 
all attempts to disrupt the big oil com­ 
panies with their grip on every phase of 
the energy quotient. Doesn’t this sound 
like conflict of interest, so often bandied 
about when someone in the Executive 
department is surprised with his hand in 
the cookie jar? 
Not so at all, say Long’s loyal aides 
The senator represents Louisiana, which 
is the second-largest producer of oil and 
gas in the nation That is his identity and 
he points with pride to the fact that 
Louisiana’s oil and gas severance tax 
supplies up to one-third of the state s 
revenues. This is one reason property 
and other taxes are so low in the state 
the Longs built. 
It is an extraordinary story. When Rus^ 
sell’s father, Huey, was assassinated in 
1935 on the steps of the Capitol in Baton 
Rouge, Russell was 16 years old. He had 
seen his dynamic father rise from gover­ 
nor to senator challenging the hold of 
President Franklin Roosevelt on the 
South and as the Kingfish proclaiming 
his Share the Wealth program 
Huey had done a lot to break the hold 
of the bourbon hierarchy in New 
Orleans, bypass the rutted red clay roads 
with modern highways and, in the 
process of making Louisiana his personal 
fiefdom, he had accumulated con­ 
siderable pelf. One result was that 
among the treasures in his estate was 
the Win or Lose oil company. 
After World War U , Win or Lose was 
broken up and its valuable oil and gas 
leases sold to various oil companies. 
That is the basis of the senator’s fortune 


How large it is only the senator knows 
and he isn’t telling. A reporter suggested 
to John Steen, Long’s press aide, that it 
was somewhere in the range of $50 
million to $100 million. Steen laughed 
politely (it was a woman reporter) and 
said the Long holdings were not even a 
fraction of that estimate. 
Having been re-elected four times, 
Long at 59 can go on until he’s a hundred 
if he chooses. And given the entrenched 
system of committee chairmanships, he 
can continue to hold the key position, 
checkmating not only inroads on the do­ 
main of oil but other raids on the private 
power structure. 
As the Senate proceeds to tear the 
Carter energy proposal to pieces, 
Chairman Long has hardly had to lift a 
finger The initial proposal was not very 
strong on the side of conservation and 
price control over gas and oil. But as it 
comes out of the congressional shredding 
machine, it promises to be less than that. 
Unless, it is a possibility, the conferees 
from the Senate yield in some degree to 
the House, which passed a measure 
nearer the Administration’s prescrip­ 
tion. 
A long time ago, or so it seems now, 
Carter called the energy contest the 
moral equivalent of war. His appeal for 
voluntary conservation has gone un­ 
heeded as the rocketing increase in the 
use of gasoline — now said to be in plen­ 
tiful supply — goes right on. 
Voices are raised pointing to the in­ 
evitable crunch ahead, in view of the 
reliance on imported oil. One such voice 
is “Rays of Hope” by Denis Hayes of the 
Worldwatch Institute. He maintains that 
solar energy is the only alternative in the 
transition to a post-petroleum world. 
Solar energy is still in the experimental 
stage, with little evidence of any change 
in the near future of a shift away from oil 
and gas.
